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LESSONS OF THE STRIKE YEAR 
By A PARLIAMENTARIAN 


The British General Stuke, the de 
tailed history of winch will be found in 
ages 10-25, was o strike ogowst the 
Qikomment and the country, and was, 
perhaps, the most formidable assault that 
has been delivered by extremists on the 
institutions of Great Brtain 

It was planned by the Communists and 
Socwhsts of the Mmonty Movement, 
who notoriously drow their funds and 
evou their orders from Moscow But 
they were powortul enough to mduce 
even the sup moderates of the 
Parlwmentary Socalst Party, including 
such Opposition Jeaders as Mr Mac 
Donald and Mr J H Thomas, to jom 
“heartily” with them in singing “ the 
Red Flag” Jt 1s true that sfter the 
evident future of the General Stnhe 
those Parhamentary leaders took every 
opportunity of declaring that they had 
been againet rt from the first, and that 
with the most moderate capacity on the 
part of the officals of the Miners’ Federa 
tion it ought never to have occurred. 

The General Strike actually began, as 
explamed in our detailed account, with 
the attempt of the extremists to suppress:

FRANCE AND THE FRANC 


France m 1926 passed through one of 
the most. entical years since the end of the 
Great War It was a year of political 
crises wlich were the iefiection of the 
financial difficulties with which the 
country was struggling, difficulties ansing 
chiefly out of the non settlement of wter 
allied debts and ite consequent reper 
cussion upon the value of the national 
curren*y 

At the same trme the Government 
found itself compelled to carry on two 
expensive and unpopular colonial wars, 
that entasled sending large toiccs o» men 
and a considerable quantity of matenal 
to two different theatres of operations, 
namely Morocco and Sy 

At least one of the coloma! wars, that 
im Motoceo, was brought to a satisfactory 
ending but it by no merns relieved the 
crisis caueed by the spectacular ome 
elation in the value of the franc, which 
reduced to a state of jury many 
middie aged people who had invested 
all the savings in state secuntics in 
the hope of passing the closing days of 
their lrves in peace and tranquillity With 
the exception of this unfortunate class 
of catizens, the country es_a whole 
enjoyed cconomuc prosperity The figures

redeemed m a period of 62 yeara by 
progresayve annuities, the total of the 
payments bomg fixed at the sum of 
$6,647,000,000 ‘The agreement had 
vecervod the approval of President 
Coolidge, but, as x contained no safe 
xuarding clare such as that subse- 
quently agreed to Great Britain, 
whereby France should be releaged from 
ler pledge if Germany defaulted m her 
payments under the Dawes ylan, it met 
with severe criticism in Parhament snd 
in the Preas 

The fall fn the value of the franc con- 
tinued, and it wos not even cheched by 
the virtual end of the Moroccan war. A 
general offensive of the French troo} 
tm three days' time biought sbout 
surrender of Abdel Krm, the Riff leader, 
who a year previously had almost 
succeeded sn reaching the gates of Fez 
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and raising the standard of revolt 
throughout the Shereefian Empire, His 
capitulation brought the pacification of 
Morocco reasonably near.

Nearly all these provinces have been

BOLSHEVISH 


It is not surprising that during 1925 the 
Chinese peopie hovered on the verge of 
Bolshevism. Thev questioned it they could 
tw worse off under tt than ag they were ; 
particularly in Canton, the home of new 
ideas and quich mtellizonces, where, 
inorcover. the struggle for a livelihood 
te very harsh. Poverty and riches form 
a great contmst in China. _ 
women hne the sirects outside Shanghai : 
while inside its sato concessions are 
Chinese 0 ich that an appreciable 
number we multi-millionaires. It is a 
mistake to say that China is bankrupt, 
whatever the condition of her government 
and however desperate its finances. 
Wero theso latter justly administered, 
sho would have no difficulty in obtaining 
tureign loans, and could herself subscribe 
towards the railways and the river con- 
servancy, which are amongst her most 
immediate needs, But there have heen 
torty difterent Cabiueta sitting in Pekin 
during the last fourteen years, and each 
at the merey of the militarist in 
sion ot the capital at the moment. Natu 
ally, every astute man sends his ravings 
to the forcign concessions where they wil 
not be cantiscated by torce of arma. i 
ia said that the very pickets at Canton. 
whore strike is aimed at what they ca!l 
the “impensiism of Hong Kong. place 
oynicaliy their hogo takings with foreign 
banks in thet same Hong Kong. 





THE FOREIGN POWERS 


The forcign community, especially the 
British. wha have lately boro the brunt 
of anti-foreiga Propaganda, have had 
many difficulties to tace. The railways. 
builé with foreign capital, have been 
commandcered and destroyed by warring 
factions. For months communication 
between provinces has been precarious. 
At ono time Peking was cut off. despite 
the Treaties which, since the Siege of the 
Legations in 1900, provided for s {rec 

se to the sea ulong the railway 
Dividends have vanished, and 
cuffered Jn many cases the only means 
{o obtain transport for good» bas becn 
to pay tho bribes demanded by the 
soldiery for fracks. Chineze merchante

have held an honoured name in the past 
for keeping their bargans ‘To-day, 
not a few wealthy hut unscrupulous 
among thom, taking advantage of the 
fact that their government is impotent 
to enforce the just and undisputed 
demands of foreign firma for the payment 
‘of goods bought, having received the 
, evade payment. This has meant 
not only thaé many foreign firms have 
found themselves in straitened conditions, 
Lut that China’s foreign credit bas been 
even more weukened, 
1¢ is smal! wonder that much oriticism 
has heen expended on the policy of 
Bpitience purmued by the Greater Powers 
et, though China is disunited in herself, 
there 1s no doubt that she is one race at 
heart. Armed intervention in, sey, 
Poking. though it brought peace to a 
suffering peaple, would be the cavse of 
hitter hostility in Shanghai and the 
south, and vice versa. More, it would be 
exceedingly hard for the Chinese to be- 
lieve that those who took up arms were 
doing so from purely altruistic motives, 
and tor China’s sake rather than their 
own, One policy the foreiyn egations, 
led by Great Britain, have stendily held 
to, through the consortium of bankers, 
No tank aceredited by thom makes 
foans for military purposes to any of the 
war-lords, If Chang Tso Lin Teoeives 
money or munitions from Japan, and 
Canton from Russia, the loaus are secret 
and unofficial. 


THE CONCESSIONS 

With a total lack of a responsible 
government with whom to deal, it is hard 
to sec what active poliey the Powers 
could take without misgivings. It is 
distressing to watch a great nation like 
the Chinese groaning under so many 
unnecessary cvila. If foreigners suffer, 
Chinese suffer » great deal more. The 
hope of the country lies in the realisation 
of their condition, and a growing dis- 
content in its acquiescence by a sub- 
stantial body of its better citizens, Too 
often this body is dumb, and the foreigaer 
blames them for pusillanimity. But 
intimidation is_» very strong argument, 
not auknown in our strikes in the West. 
The magistrate in China who gave s 
verdict against a powerful politician 
srould lose his post, and probably hia life.

GENERAL STRIKE: THEORY 
AND REALITY 


By Right Hon. WILLIAM GRAHAM, LL.B., M.P., 
Financial Secretary to Treasury in the Labour Government 


The theory of the general strike as 
famibar to ul student of social and 
industiial problems in substance its 
advocutes contend that sectionai 
stoppages of work, especially by ttade 
unions on a cratt basis, are relatively 
futile, that in the aggregate they 
achieve hittle or nothag in the m- 
provemont of conditions, and that the 
only eftcctive form of strike 18 one on 
masy lines In_ its defence st has 
often been pleaded that 1t would in- 
volve actually less suffermg and 
dhslocution than separatist stoppage , 
and that its very size and eflect would 
lumit at to a day or two at most, with 
definite decaisiun in the controversy 
which gave it birth 

These general theories wee present 
in the minds of at Icast a minority in 
the British trade union movement im 
the circumstances which led tu the 
general strike of May, 1926. But in 
this case the facts are rmportant 
They date trom the settlement in the 
coal-mining dispute in July, 1922 
Provision was tlien made between the 
mimers and the mine-owners for the 
automatic regulation of wages from 
one period to another on the basis of 
fle ascertained costs of production, 
proceeds, and other factars in the 
idustry m an earlier perind, one ot 
tho elcments was atratgement fot 
20 per cent mimonum percentage ad- 
dition to the standard of pre-war rate 

In January, 1924, the Muners’ 
Federation of Great Britain gave 
thiee months’ notice to the Mining 
Association, representing the owners. 
to terminate thia agreement; in June, 
1924, a new agreement was completed, 
giving 33} per cent addition, and 
otherwise geterally more favourable 
to the miners. Unfortunately, that 
agreement had only run some month- 
when grave depression overtook the 
industry, and on June 30, 1936, the 
owners gave. the Federation one 
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month’s notice to terminate the 
agreement. Complete deadlock ap. 
peared to be mevitable, and on July 
30, 1925, the Goverument offered 
financial assistance to the industr’ 
wntil April 30, 1926, dung which 
time its complete economic position 
would be analysed, with appropriate 
recommendation tor the future, by 
Royal Commission The Royal Com- 
musion reported on March 6, 1926 
but material parts of the report, dea 
ing with wages, were not accepted by 
the Federation, and a stoppage began 
on May 1, proving to be of the most 
prolouged and obstinate character. 

During the whole of the period 
under review the Miners’ Federation 
had been ww touch with the general 
council of the Trades Umou Congiess 
and with individual trade unions re 
garding posstble help in the event of 
emergency Within the movement, 
however, there was substantial diffi 
culty. To some cxtent joint action 
had been facilitated by the mcreasing 
amalgamation and fusion of the 
unions But the joint council which 
wos be repicsentative of the 
pohtical and industrial sides had 
functioned only imperfectly; many 
leaders considered that amalgamation 
had gone just ax far as was sate at 
that stage, and finally, and most im- 
portant of all, a large number of the 
orgamsations had declined to part 
with their euthority and power (in 
calling out their members) to the 
general council of the Congress. Yet 
ime genctal strike, af it were to be 
effective, this centrahied authority 
waa regarded as essential 

Before the stoppage began, and 
particularly during the scoond part of 
April, 1926, the mdustrial committce 
of the Trades Union Congress was in 
constant negotiation with the Govern- 
ment and the Miners‘ Federation in 
an effort ta secure settlement; these

efforts wore unanimously endorsed by 
the general council of the Congress 1n 
London on April 29, the committee 
pressed for the withdrawal of the lock- 
out notrees pending further dis- 
cussion, but all proved unavailing 
On Saturday mourning, May 1, when 
the miners were no longer at work, av 
important conference of the execttises 
of the trade umons formulated a plan 
for co-ordmated action by their 
organisations, the defals ot which 
had been previously circulated to 
theiz members, a resolution endorsing 
these proposals was, on card record, 
carried by 3,033,527 votes to 49,511 

The central feature of this plan was 
agreewent that, with cortam cicep- 
tions, the leading trades and under- 
takings would cease wotk, in support 
of the miners, as, and when, required 
by the general council of ‘the Con- 
gress, in other words, the trade 
unions through their executives had 
delegated their power to call a strike 
to a large, compichensive body of 
which they were constituent parts 
The delegation included practically 
all forms of transport, printing 
trades, including the Press, pro- 
ductive industrics such as iron and 
steel, building trades, electricity and 
gas, subject to the condition that 
there should be no interference with 
health sud food services The re- 
mainder of the plan dealt with trade 
union discipline, the work of the 
trades council» in the emergency, the 
position of trade unton agreements 
and general procedure The genera! 
strito was declared as from the night 
of Monday, May 3, with variations as 
to the precise moment of stoppage by 
men in different industries on the 
following day

With the succeeding crreumstances 
this nariative is not ammcdiately con- 
ectued, but on May 12, on receipt of 
a@ memorandum tiem Sir Beibert 
Samuel, GOB, the chanman of the 
Royal Commission on the Coal In- 
dustry, outhning a poseible basis of 
settlement for the muncrs, the general 
council of the Trades Union Congress 
called off the strike That mumo- 
randum was not aceipted by the 
Miners! Federation, although strongly 
Plessod upon tt by thé Congress, from 
that stage the Federation procerdcd 
alone Estimates of the response to 
the general strike call have vaned 
greatly, but ofaial figwes suggest 
that the number of workpeople who 
took — patt was ayproxnmately 
1,380,000, to which wou! it fall to be 
atlded 1,075,000 in the maning indnstry 
who were not at work The Trades 
Union Congress has always contended 
that im effect the Federation delegated 
to it powcr am negotsation, {lay con- 
tention the Federation just as 
strongly dispute Impartial inquiry 
indicates that there was at least con- 
structive delegation, and that the 
Congress has substantial reason for 
disappomtment when, in spite of its 
recommentation, the Tedetation did 
not accept the Samuel memorandum 
But with that domestic controveray 
the general strike ended And the 
same controvirsy prowd that trade

History was made by Alan Cobham 
in 1926, by his fight to Australa 
and back, itis triumphant arrival on 
the Terrace of the Houses of Parlia- 
ment in brilliant sunshine on October 
1st was a fine climax to o great 
achievement, The De Havilland sea- 
plane had suffered no injury after 

its flight of 
28,000 miles, 
and, as the 
Secretary of 
State for Air 
said in wel- 
coming Mr. 
Coblam, it 
had = broken 
every record 
of long. 
distance fly- 
ing, for it 
was the same 
machine used 
on Cobhant's 
flights to 
India ond 
the Cape 
The fiuancial support of Sir Chatlen 
Wakefield made possible this flight to 
Australia. The flying time was 320 
hours It was the first time the 
double journey had been done. He 
received the K.B.E. a few days 
later. 

All who are acquainted with the 
records of sramanehip will admit that 
Cobham is uncgualled as a pilut 
geroes country. He seems to have an 
intuition for discoruing his where- 
abouts at home and abroad with equal 
facility and correctness. Of course, 
he always makes a careful study of 
routes beforehand. When he was 
about to start on his air journey to

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ITALY'S FOREIGN POLICY 


ITALY AND MUSSOLINI 
By G. WARD PRICE 


To use a sporting metaphor, 1926 
has been for Italy a period 
“atrict training.” ler remarkable 
national leader is like a strict ath- 
letic coach, who in 1923 took char, 
of a subject in thoroughly debili- 
tated condition, and having begun by 
putting new heart into him, went on 
fo restore organic soundness, and is 
now patiently hardening and pre- 
aring him for some future trial. 
‘hat form that trial will take is 
probably not known even to Mus- 
@olini himself, No one in Italy will 
define the aim of this process of 
national preparation more isely 
than to say that Italy must be ready 
to hold her own in the world. 
References made by Signor Mus- 
solini in public speeches at the end 
of 1925, to great efforte which he 
intended to im upon hia fellow- 
countrymen in the year that has 
jowed, were interpreted by some 
critics of his regime as foreshadow- 
an aggressive foreign policy. 
Further evidence of euch intention 
was found in the plain speaking with 
which he replied to the Bavarian 
Premier’s utterancea on the poasi- 
Dility of future umion between Ger- 
many and Austria. ‘ 
But the task to which Mussolini 
called Italy in 1926 hag been one of 
stern self - disciptine. The “battle of 
rain” has deen waged throughout 
16 year—an intensive campaign for 
the improvement of Italian farming 
methods, so that the country’s home 
production of corn may be brought 
closer to the total of her juire- 
ments, At the end of June, 
solini, by a audden decree, prolonged 
the logel working-day from eight to 
nine hours, at the same time pro- 
hibiting the building of new houses, 
except for workmen’s dwellings, and 
also the establishment of new bare 
and cafés. The spirit of national 
self-sacrifice which he has instilied

BRITISH MUSIC, PAST AND 
PRESENT 
By SIR HERBERT BREWER, Mus.Doc., F.R.C.O. 


Although nothing starthng haa occurred | 


in musical events this year, from all 
sources comes news of satisfactory pro- 
gress There have been various cele- 
brations, the most outstanding perhaps 
being the yubulee of the London Bach 
Chow, which took the form of a four 


days’ festival It waa on this occasio® ant 


that a new oratorio, “‘ Sancta Civitas,” 
by the conductor, Dr. Vaughan Williams, 
hed its first hearmg in London It 
proved to be a work of art which stirred 
‘the imagination, though critics generally 
preferred to suspend judgment and to 
await a further hearmg It had omgin- 
ally been produced st Oaford in May, 
during the festival organised by Sir 
Hugh Allen to commemorate the ter- 
centenary of the Heather Chair of Music,

The | elementare 
school children are not forgotten; con- 
certs, organ recitals and lectures aro pro- 
vided for their instruction, and in many 
schools wireless seta have been installed 
where the “talks” on music by Sir 
Walford Davies are highly valued. 

In view of the projected changes in 
connection with the control of wireless, 
it is, Yam aure, the desire of all musicians, 
whether professional, amateur or merely 
listeners, that the same wide and gencrous 
consideration will be given to the broad- 
casting of music. Music is now brought 
to the public as never before, and through 
wireless it may to an increasing degree be 
made really ‘educational as well as a 
Pleasant recreation. 


THE FUTURE OF BRITISH 
RAILWAYS 
By SIR FELIX J. C. POLE 


The future of British railways depends 
mainly upon one thing—fair treatment. 
fo see may be trusted to take care of 
itself. 


‘There always has been~and probably 
always will be—liability to the effoots of 
temporary upheavals in one or another 
of the great industries from which 
substantial traffics arise, as witness the 
prolonged stoppage in the coal trado in 
926. The railways, like every other 
business, will have to share in the brunt 
of these troubles and bear inevitable 
“Jean times.” Compensating “fat 
times,” however, involve aomething more 
than the absence of disputes in traffic- 
yielding industries. 
ing essentials In ised conditions of 
lway transport are tity, rapidity 
and efficiency, The manufacturer and 
the trader must have servicea upon which 
they oan depend. There must also be a 


aubscribe additional capital, when re- 
quited for development to kecp pace with 
modern improvements. 


To secure this, the railways must have, 
first of all, tair treatment by their 
employees, and, it may be added, by the 
Trade Unions This comprises both 
whole-hearted individual service and 
all-round adherence to agreements. 


No other body of workpeople In the 
country have greater protection of thelr 
conditions of service than the railwaymen. 
‘The companies ate parties to agreements 
which are scheduled to an Act of I’ar- 
liament (The Railways Act, 1921), and 
nO of service conditions can be 
made eacept vy the machinery of the 
Central or Nationa! Wages’ Board.

‘Thi state of affeirs 13 ageinst the 
interests of railway users os well as of 
railway shatcholder, By the Rauwaye 
Act, 1921, the rates and charges for rail 
conveyance must be fixed at such a level 
as will produce, as tar as practicable, the
